H E Good Old Canſe was comprehended in theſe 
BH threeparticulars,viz, Security of Life, Liberty, 
and Ejtate; The Laws ef this Nation ſpeak no other 
Þ Language. Contrary to which the People were invadedin 
moſt miſerable ſort by the late K.8& his Miniſters of hurch 
and State, is evident;againſt which, many worthy Mem- 
bers of this Common-wealih contended, and ſuffered preat 
penalties in their Eſtates and Liberties; the which did 
much increaſe the diſcontents of the Nation, to ſce their 
Fellow-Members ſeized and impriſoned, the beneficial 
Trades of the Nation incumbred with CIonopolies and 
Patents ; New Ceremonies introduced into the Church; hea- 
vy Impoſitzons, without the conſent of the People 17; Par- 
lument ; beſides many other Erormzties committed by 
the Arbitrary Power and eAuthority of the F aveurites of the 
R$ court. For the regulating of theſe 4buſes,this preſent Par- 
lament took much pains and care; inſomuch, that upon 
ſiri& Inquiry,they find ſome in the late Krzg's Boſome fir 
to be made Examples of Publique Juſtice, The King, te 
defend them, endeavourcd to graſp at the Ailitia ; The 
Parliament do the like ; upon which a War arifeth, Ir 
may be expected hereto prove the Legality of the War; 
the which hath been learnedly defended alrea- 
dy by many able Pers: Notwithſtanding, I ſhall 
briefly preſent you with ſome undeniable Proofs of the 
Buſineſs and Legality of ehat War: And firſt, Tnat Par- 
lament that began that Defenſive War, were the Repreſen- 
tettLe of the People of Eugland; and in them did center 
the Powerg91ſdom,and Reaſon,of the whole Nation, The j 
| A2 King 
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King calleth them together, co adviſe about the ſettling 
. of the Aﬀairsof the Nation ;. as they have becn-often 
and frequently by other Kings his Predeccſſors, They 
now being in thac Supream Aſſembly, are capatle and 
of Rizhr are the proper Judges of King, Kingdome and ill 
Lawes, of all Aﬀairs, ef Pcace. of Warr, and othg 
matters, as a Legitlative Power; the King being entruſt. 
cd but with the Executive power, dwelleth highly up- 
ca.lis Prerogative, in which all the Liberty of thc Peo- 
ple were upon the matter ſwallowed up. The One; to 
defend his Prrrogatzue, repairs to Arms ; The Other, 
£2 Reſcue their Joſt Liberties, do the like, There is nota 
perſon under Heaven but will ſay, That the Warr that 
1s made in defence. of a Peoples Liberty, is a Juit Var, 
But ſome will ſay, Thata Varr made in the Right of a 
People againſt a Prince their Head -Ruler avd Chief 
Governour, that is not Lawfull; becauſc he js their Sy- 
pcricur;' and that the Law of God, of Nature, and of} 
Man, doth require their Obedience to their Supertour, 
To which I anſwer, That the Pxexce is. Superiour to the 
People, Ho other wile then to every man apart from the 
People, that is, when he is intruſted to diſpenſe with 
their Lawes, if any one or more that is-the lcfler part, 
do conſpire or break rhe Lawes and Peace of the Prince 
and the greater partof the People; then in this Cafe, he 
or they are to receive condigne puniſhment ; - Bur. it can- 
not be intended by the Law of Gad, Nature, er the Po- 
litical Inftitutions of Man, That the Prerce can be Supec- 
riour tothe Whole; or that his Intereſt, Right of Go- 
vernment,” Judgment, Authority orReaſon ſhouts be put 
in the ballance with the Intereit, Righr of Government, 
Judgment, Authority, and Reaſon of the whole People; 
Beſides,the being of thePrivice's Authority is created up- 
on no other ground,than the Confene of the People,ro the 
End and Intent that the, Prople ſhould be PENIves in 
their 
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their due and juſt Rights and Priviledges; the which 
being Invaded, the People may juſtly take. up Arms to 
Dc fend ; and may ſcck to bring their Price to the Terms 
upon which he Received his Government. - Now ler us 
repair to the particular Caſe in hand, atter which we 
{ball prove what is here Aﬀerted, The Terms vpon 
which the Kings of this Nation Received their Power, 
were-cxpreſſed in the Oath of Coronation, in theſe 
words, Viz. To Govern by Law, and Execute the Juſt Lawes 
which the Commons ſhall chooſe to ke governed by: He was 
tocovernas one ſubject to the ſame Law, and not as 
one Supctiourto it; and thar doth appear in Chap. 1. 
Sc&. 2, of the Mrrour of Juſtice, ( written long be- 
fore the Conqueſt, but put into that order we now have 
ir, by Horn, 1nthetime of Edward the Firſt) in thee 
words, The King ts to {wear to maintain the (hriſtien faith 
1b all his power, and gevernhis People accoruing to Lam, 
without hauing regard to the perſon of axy ene, and that he 
ſhall ſwear to Le obedtent to ſuffer Right hinifely, as well as. 1s 
other People ſhalb le, 

That the King was ſubjeQiothe Law, and not ſppe- 
riour to it, doth further appear by Chap. 4. ScQ.11,0f 
the aforclaid Authour ; ſpeaking, how. Lords are chal- 
lengeable by their Vaſſals; and how that. homage 
may be diſſolved and edjudged by Combat, he con- 
cludcth.of the King, Thar it he ſhall wrong his Val- 
ſal in Fee, the ſame courſe may te taken; and where- 
ever the King is Pari'y, he.cannot be Judge: Therefore 
it was, that all the Kings of this Nation evcr did keep 
their Champions to anſwer the Law in thar point, ſo 
long as Combatrs were practiſed in this Nation :beſides, 
all our Records arc full ef Caſcs berween the King and 


the $ubjes.; wherein ke. never had Judgment, but 


upon Verdid, or other proceeding upon Record : the 
very ſame, and not other, than one Subjea might have 
againſt 
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againſt another, of the ſame degree and quality with 
himſelf. I believe,it never was 1ntended by any People 
upon the face of the Earth, to Inveſt their Supream 
Magiſtrate with other power,then ſuch as is afore-men- 
tioned, that is to ſay, To be limited to govern for the 
Profit, Commodity,and Peace of the People; and when 
the Prizce ſhall fail of this juſt End, he may be Laws- 
tully oppoſed by Arms, if other means will not accom- 
pliſh thatEnd, I ſhall here give you an Inſtance of 
one Eminent amengft the Number of Prezces, (who rook 
ic to be but Legal, That the Infcriours who were to be 
Governcd, ſhould be Judges of the Juſineſs of his Ati- 
ons,) that is Tr4jarz the Emperour, of whom D:o wri- 
reth, That when he createda Captain by girding on his 
Sword, offered him the Sword firſt naked, and ſaid to 
him, Here, take this Sword: If I Command well, uſe this for 
me; and if I ao amiſs, uſeit againſt me. Is any man ſo 
mad, and flaviſhly beſorced, ro think, thatSuperiours 
mult not be Reſiſted in Illegal Commanding or Actings? 
It a General of an Army (hall Turn his Ordnance upon 
his Army, ſhall nor it be Legal for them to oppoſe, nay, 
deſtroythatGeneral if they canzF roteas in his book De Fare 
Dells, Part 1. Se, 68, (aith, 1tis lawfull for the people to 
defend themſelues by Arms, agaiuſt the Illegal Cruelttes of 
their Princes, AnExample of David, who then had an 
Eye at the Kingdome, who looked upon himſelf as the 
Succefſour of Saul;he Armed to protee and defend him- 
ſelf againſt the Cruel and Unjuſt Intendments of Saul 
his Maſtcr and Legal Soveraign. And I doubt not,bur 
he might as juſtly have made an Offenſive Warr,as well 
as a Defenſive Warr, if the Succeſſion promiſed, had 
rot becnan Inducement to him to forbear any ſuch at- 
tempr, If rhat God ſhall approveof the War between 
the Iſraelites and the Benjamites, wherein 65100 
men wcre {lain inthe purſuance of the demanding of

Juſtice for one Woman, and that a Concubine;; Surely, 
Divine Juſtice will noleffe approve of'a War made in 
Defence and ProteQion of a-Prople of 'a Common-wealth, 
(from the Arbitrary unlimited and boundleſs Tyranny 
of a Prence) even to the ſhaking of them out of their 
Throne, ' TS 

I ſuppoſe it will be granted, That in the caſe before 
premiſed, That War is lawful, Now having proved it to 
be lawful,and for that the Par/zament could never have 
called grand Offenders to account, the X:ng proteRing 
them frem Juſtice, the Execution of the Law Obftruct- 
ed and Corrupted, all kind of Opprefſions were fre- 
quent, this neceſſited the Parliament to rake up Arms in 
the prefecution of the Var for the Good Old Cauſe ; that 
is to ſay, For the Liberty of the People, 

But here may be Obje&ed, Thar the Good Old Cauſe 
did contain alſo the preſervation of the King's Perſon, - 
as appeareth by the Propoſitions of Parliament ordered to 
be printed the 26, of June, 1642. in theſe words ; For 
Defence of King and Kingdom, the Parliaments Juſt Rights, 
and the Liberty of the People, Mr, w. P.laith,This is the 
Old Caufe, and nothing leſs or more, and thoſe that do 
depart from any Tittle thereof, are Villains, Apoſtates, 
Traytors, Rebels, Seditious, and Perjured, By his good 
liking; the whole Cauſe is comprehended in the laſk 
words of that Clauſe, which he takes to be the Old 
Cauſe, viz, The Liberty of the People. For (as I have ſhew- 
ed already) that the Liberty of the People-is the firſt in 
eminency that is reſpeQed in Government; it is the End 
which there gre Parliaments, and for which there have 
been Kings: although another uſe of ir may be made, as 
of the Majcſtie of a Prince to over-awe; or of the Wif- 
dome of a {ouxcel to enſnare : but when the People fhall 
be in a Capacity to deliver-themſelves from thoſe In- 


conveniences,they may lawfully:for that they Anſwered 
not 
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not the End of the Truſt repoſed in them. Ant 


when that the Kringſhall ſeek to defiroy thar Good Old 
Cauſe, the Peoples Liberty,-uhe Prople may lay Him aſide: 
The People onely truſted Him with the execution of tife 
Laws, that the Good might be proteRed from. the E vil. 


V hen the Prince ceafethto pertorm this, He is unto the 


People no other but as a w:lde Beaft;| which Nature hath 
1i:ftituted tobe dcfiroyed. I abhorre private Aſſaf1na- 
t10n,0r popular Irſurreons ;but 1 doapprove of publike 
andordcrly aiding or aſſiſting of ſuch as have Legal Power 
'1n this caſe, as that of the Parlzamert unqueſtionably 1s: 
But kere 1t muſk be-noted, that 1f there be not ſucceſs-en: 
the fide of that Power,th.cugh Legal;then afſurecly they 
will be tryed for 'Traytors,, as the Conquerour intcr- 
preteth god expoundeth rhe Law ; and even {o 1t falleth 
Gut, that he who. hath power doth diſpenſe and intcr- 
pret the Law, and .makcth .it ſpeak what Language he 
liketh beſt tor i:1s Inrcreſt; the fame would the V auqui: 
thed have done,ifte ad been Victor. But to the buſineſs 
againof the Good Old Cauſe; Admir that to have been the 
Old Cauſe in 1642, for the Reaſoy betore expreſſed ; it 
Goth nor arguegthat the ſame mult be the Cauſe in 1653; 
or 1659; Forthar, ſince that of 42, the Kz»g ſet up his 
Standard in open Hoſtility; by which Aion, he flak'd 
his Crows againſt the Liberties of the People: The People, 
under the Condud of that eminent Supream Counccl, 
do become Vidttors ; the Kzng is reduced to refiraint; he 
ftandeth ata diſtance even then from ſubmitting tothe 
Advice of bis Councel the Parltament,and put his ownJuag- 
zent in competition with the Judgment of the Parltament ; 
and his Prerogetiue in competition with the Liberty of the 
Subjet + So that he thought thatr,whart he could nor 6b- 
tain by Arms inthe Field, . he ſhould, by his.continued 
ebſtinacie,cffe& : and now being reduced not only from 
a Princetoa private perſon, but allo to the conditionof a

This Obligation was made by the Undertakers of this 
War, upon condition and preſumption, That the King 
would govern by Law'; "that he would-legve his Evil Counte 


lours,and adhere tohis Great and Faithful Conncel the Parlia- 
ment, He neither did govern by Law, nor lefe his Evil 


Councel ; nor did to the laſt adhere to his Great Coun- 
ce] ; Therefoze the Obligation is void, 'and theſe who 
had the Care and Truſt of the Nation, oughr and might 
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legally repair to ether means to ſettle the Nation, ana 
ſecure Their Intereſt etherwiſe than by Him. 

The which to the Honour of the Nation, accordingly 
was in order to the cartying on of the Good Old Cauſe, 
ſettled as a Free State the moſt glerious Government 
uader Heaven, But ſome may ſay, That Inconveniences 
vader ther were evidently ſcep and known. .

of Settlement was obſtruged ; one while one FaQion en- 
deavoured to graſp at the Power, and make itrun in 
their Channel, in favour of their Intereſt ; and the other 
FaQion, who ſaw all like ro be Ruined and betrayed by

which would be no ſmall detriment to the Nation; and thoſe that 
were mol zealous for eltabliſhing of the Crowwels, were jultly ro be 
{uſp2Red,thac they cherby deſigned norhing elſe but the afferting the 
Stuarts Title,in alreriug the ſtate of the Caſe of the Narion, from the 
Good Old Cauſe, tothe Intzreſt of a lingle perſon, 'But divers perſons 
cillatisfied in this laſt Change, do aſperie che worchyIn(truments ther- 
of with this Reproach,viz. Thar it is carried on by none bur SeRtrtes, 
in oppolicion ro th2ſertlement of che Church, ro leave open a Door 
for all mannec of Licentiouſne's and Erronzous Opinions, To this I 
an\iver thus ; Thar he that bach any underſtanding in affairs of Stare, 
mult conciude thecontrary,that the n2ceflary Reaſons of Stare that do 
attend, and will accur tothis great Aion, will produce the ſerling of 
a National Miniftery, and net to incline one while to on: party, and 
another time tothe other party,by equally proreRing a godly life, & 
oo0d manners among all, Thoſe that do ſeem ſo much diſcontented 
at this Aﬀairare diſcontented,becauſe that the Power doth nor whol- 
ly cun in theChannel of their perſwaſhion. If any one perſwaſion ſhould 
g2tthe power ofthe Nation,and they exclud- all other perſwaſions, it 
would bur increxſ2 the defire of che Excluded, to wait an opporcunity 
ro ſnatch at the Power ; and then would follow an excluſion of the 
Excluders.By this means,there would never be ſettlement in the Na- 
tion;but it wonld {lill be rowled from one [ntereſt to anorher. There- 
forezit 1s better ro be in their hands, who will not leanto one Intereſt 
more then another , bur equally reſpe& all, I parry know,and dare 
preſume;zthis is che principal reaſon of che Army, why they expe& 
le:tlement from the hands of this Parliament, they ſeeing that no Aſ- 
ſembly, fince rbeir incercuptionever was free to that work of equally 
reſpeRing all Intereſts, And therefore ic did behove the Army,not on- 


ly to dzfire and further chis Parliaments again fitring ; but alſoto = 
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fer ir,chat the Good Old Canſe might be again revived, and the people 
zeftore] ; thatthe neceſfiry of continuing of Armies may be taken a- 
way, which will be,when the Nation hath chorowly- fecled upon a li-
